CARE OF BOOTS 


Well-made climbing boots need a minimum of mainten- 
ance. The most damaging single enemy of boots is excessive 
heat which can burn the leather and destroy the bonding 
power of the sole adhesive. This means keeping boots away 
from camp fires and out of hot car trunks. A particularly 
poor practice is heating the boots in an oven or over an 
open fire in order to dry them or to melt in a waterproofing. 
When boots have become very wet, they should be allowed 
to dry at normal room temperature. Placing boots on shoe 
or boot trees will help to prevent curling of the soles and 
the resulting loss of fit. 


All leather boots need occasional treatment with a water- 
proofing compound to restore the natural oils to the leather. 
Waterproofing compounds which are in liquid form will pene- 
trate boot leather most readily and provide the longest last- 
ing results. If paste-type compounds are used, they can be 
easily liquified by heat; but this must be done BEFORE the 
paste is applied to the boots. 

The next worst enemy of climbing boots is abrasion. 
Obviously, the soles are intended to be worn down and 
replaced, but the wear should not be allowed to extend 


to the middle soles or to the leather uppers. It’s a very . 


good practice to have mountain boots resoled before really 
serious damage has been done to their substructures, par- 
ticularly the outseam where the sole joins the uppers. A 
common practice that does a great deal to minimize abra- 
sion damage is to cover the most frequently scraped areas 
of the boot upper with a thin layer of epoxy glue. This tech- 
nique is especially effective when applied to seams that are 
continually in need of re-stitching.

We have selected an assortment of men’s and women’s 
boots designed for optimum performance in their price and 
use category. Boots, like street shoes, vary slightly in fit 
because of style and designated use. We have noted these 
characteristics in each boot description, as we feel they are 
so important in considering the best boot for fit and in- 
tended use. 


FITTING OF BOOTS 


It is important when purchasing a boot to buy the one 
which fits best provided it has the features required for 
specific use. Boots are made from natural materials and 
usually stretch in varying degrees, depending on style and 
model. When trying on boots it is best to wear a little less 
sock than normal. For instance, if you normally wear two 
thick socks, try the boots with a thin and a thick pair. This 
will allow a little for stretching. It is impossible to tell in 
ten or fifteen minutes if a boot fits correctly. It is much 
better to wear them in your home for about two hours. The 
boot will either become more comfortable, or less comfort- 
able in that time. If it does become quite uncomfortable, 
the boot should be returned. 


WHEN MEASURING YOUR FOOT 


To order boots, put on the socks you intend to wear 
with them. Normally one light pair and one heavy pair of 
woolen socks for hiking and winter mountaineering; one 
light pair for climbing with klettershoes. Stand on a piece of 
paper with weight distributed on both feet. Hold a pencil 
vertically and trace the outline of each foot. To supplement 
this information and insure best fit, also PLEASE INCLUDE 
YOUR REGULAR STREET SHOE SIZE (as 914B, etc.). If 
these instructions are followed carefully, it is quite easy for 
us to assure you a good fit. Should any boot you order prove 
to be an improper fit, please return for replacement or 
refund before wearing them outdoors. 





There is no really easy method for obtaining a comfort- 
able fit in all hiking and climbing boots, but it should be 
known that a small amount of fitting adjustment is possible 
by using the boot reshaping machines found in most good 
ski shops. Once a pair of boots has become really comfort- 
able, it deserves a reasonable amount of attention in order 
to provide the years of service for which it was designed.

There are many fabrics on the textile market today, and 
though many have ''miracle" qualities of one sort or 
another, there exists no one fabric that contains all of the 
"super'' features rolled into one. 


Ripstop nylon is light, strong for its weight, has a mild 
water repellency tratment to it, and lends itself to making 
light sleeping bags. A blend of Nylon and Pima cotton as 
our NP-22, or NP-64 cloth in our Mountain Parkas, is a 
stronger fabric, has more body, a soft ''hand" or feel, a 
better water repellency action and can take much more 
abuse. — It is heavier however, than the all-nylons. Urethane 
coated nylon taffeta, (NYLPORT) is the strongest, most 
waterproof, lightest fabric available. — Remember, it is not 
the lightest fabric, or the most waterproof, or the strongest. 
— It is the best combination of these three factors when 
put together! We have often said there are more waterproof 
fabrics but they weigh five times more. By waterproof, we 
mean completely water tight. Waterproof fabric will not let 
water or moisture in or out. It has closed pores and con- 


sequently does not breathe. People wearing rainwear or 
waterproof fabric often think the garment is leaking, when 
in fact the moisture is simply condensation from their body, 
trapped inside the garment. When wearing waterproof gar- 
ments, allow for ventilation around neck, and air circulation 
under garment as much as possible to minimize condensa- 
tion. Rainwear should not be stored rolled up as the coating 
will “break down” and may require respraying with one of 
the waterproofing sprays available today. 


Water-repellent fabrics used by us, are tightly woven and 
treated with a silicone coating to repel water. It will repel 
light drizzles but should not be construed as a waterproof 
fabric as it does breathe, and can allow moisture in through 
the tiny pores in the fabric. A garment made from water- 
repellent fabrics, will in time, lose its coating due to either 
washing or cleaning as well as wear and tear. It can be 
resprayed to restore the water repellency property with a 
good aerosal silicone spray.

Most people understand or at least “have heard” that 
Down is a superior insulation when used in cold weather 
garments and sleeping bags. The number of fallacies that 
exist about the product often confuse or distort the facts, 
however, so we would like to present a few of the facts as 
they really are.

GOOSE DOWN. INSULATION 


The function of an insulation in the application of a 
sleeping bag is to provide a dead air space to trap and 
prevent the loss of body heat to the surrounding environ- 
ment. However, due to the fact that the body also gives off 
a considerable amount of moisture, the insulator must have 
the ability to breathe. This characteristic allows the moisture 
to escape and prevents a chilling factor. Therefore, in the 
sleeping bag application, one needs an insulator that pro- 
vides the above characteristics and because of our type 
of usage, i.e. backpacking or mountaineering, the insulator 
should be lightweight. Of all the insulators available Goose 
Down is still the most efficient insulator in fulfilling the 
above requirements. ; 


Down has a ''dynamic Balance" of moisture content, 
normally of 11-13%. If you put a Down parka in a clothes 
dryer and “over-dry” it to almost zero moisture content, it 
will absorb moisture from the atmosphere to regain its 
11-13% balance. Likewise, when it gets wet, it will dry 
"down" to 11 to 13% moisture content when it is aired 
out in the sun, or dried in a dryer. 

Down is much “tougher” than most people think. 
Though an inexperienced person can ruin a Down garment 
or bag in a washing machine or dry cleaner...it is usually 
the casing or fabric that will be destroyed before the actual 
Down itself. Down, when wet, will mat and must be fluffed 
and air dried well. Air circulation is the major factor to the 
life and performance of Down, and is why we always ask that 
jackets or bags be stored loosely and where they can 
"breathe" when not in use. Stuffing in waterproof, airtight 
sacks should only be done while they are being transported 
or "packed" on the trail. Fluffing and shaking is good to 
loosen and “air out" this natural product. 

There is no such thing as 100% Down. By law, there 
could be absolutely no feather content in a product to 
qualify as 100% Down, and because the separation of each 
tiny feather (and please bear in mind that a feather, by 
definition, can be as small as one-fourth inch and very soft) 
would have to be done by hand, the operation is unquestion- 
ably just not feasible. What labels will read is “100% Prime 
Northern Goose Down," “100% AA Super Down,” “100% 
Prime XYZ Co. Down," etc. In other words, the 100% 
describes the adjective or “brand name” of the Down, not 
the legal feather content of it. All Down producers have 
several grades of Down and can supply various colors and 
any feather content one wishes to buy. They can furnish, 
within limits, what the bag manufacturer wishes to have, 
and the price is in direct relation to the Down he receives. 


Most Down suppliers offer two basic grades of Down, 
“Garment” grade, the more expensive, and ''Bag" grade, the 
type most often used for the filling, or insulating, of sleeping 
bags. The actual feather content of Garment grade is about 
895 to 1195 and the feather content of Bag grade is about 
12% to 2095. 

The Garment grade, having more actual Down per ounce, 
is more efficient, and is used where a lesser amount must 
produce the maximum results. As garments (jackets, parkas, 
etc.) have a much lesser quantity of Down fill than most 
sleeping bags, it is important for any manufacturer to use 
this better grade of Down to produce the best results. 


Though it is often contended that higher feather content 
in the fill of sleeping bags allows a quicker ''spring back” or 
resiliency because of better air circulation through the Down, 
we believe the same standards apply to Down performance 
in sleeping bags as they do in garments. As we have always 
used the Garment grade in all of our sleeping bags as well 
as our parkas and jackets, we believe it is one of the reasons 
our long-time customers keep telling us our bags last so 
long! — As is most always the case, there simply is no sub- 
stitute or compromise for quality. 
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FABRICS 


Nylon is the strongest fabric for its weight and ex- 
tremely durable for many, many years of dependable ser- 
vice. It should be soft, yet Downproof to eliminate "'sifting" 
of Down through pores and thereby depleting Down fill in 
any given channel. It should be water-repellent, yet allow 
good "'breatheability" in allowing the moisture to escape 
from your body as you sleep. HOLUBAR selects only the 
finest nylon fabrics available for both the exterior shells 
and internal baffling systems. 


TEMPERATURE 


The minimum temperature rating quoted on each of our 
sleeping bags is conservative. We would rather build in a 
safety factor, allowing for the coldest sleepers, than to get 
a complaint. We do not use maximum temperatures or a 
"range' figure, as we do not believe a sleeping bag, built 
for cold weather will be comfortable in high temperatures. 


CONSTRUCTION 


Compartmentizing: Down filled sleeping bags must have 
compartments designed to hold the Down in place, keep 
it from shifting and causing cold spots, i.e., MAXIMIZE the 
insulating effectiveness of the Down, while at the same 
time MINIMIZING the weight of fill needed. This compart- 
mentizing is what determines the efficiency and effective 
life of a sleeping bag. Buying a Down sleeping bag on the 
basis of weight of fill or inches of loft alone is a terrible 
misconception and a costly, sad experience. Nine inches of 
loft or 5 Ibs. of Down don't mean much unless you have 
a good baffle system to hold the Down in Place once the 
bag is removed from the showroom, rolled, stuffed, slept 
in, etc. The cheapest construction of a bag would be to pack 
an inadequately baffled or compartmentized bag with an 
over-fill of Down.

HOLUBAR sleeping bags are designed to allow free 
body movement while still minimizing the inside volume. 
Inside our bag, soft folds shape around the sleeper, eli- 
minating the pockets (increased internal volume) formed 
by “arched” differentially cut sleeping bags. A smaller inside 
volume requires less internal heat generation to maintain 
warmth and our baffle system controls the Down shift and 
prevents ''thin spots’’ around elbows, knees, and shoulders. 
The outside surface is smooth to minimize wind cooling.

pass from channel to channel very easily. It also allows Down w 


to travel from channel to channel. Downproof ripstop nylon 
also allows air to travel; however, it does not allow the 
Down filling to travel or bunch and deplete a Down com- 
partment leaving a cold spot. All HOLUBAR baffles have 
rolled seams to eliminate ravelling, more work for us, but 
all part of the extra effort we mentioned before. A HOLUBAR 
development, the ‘‘HOLUBAR CHANNEL BLOCK” is a baffle 
opposite the zipper side, found in all our sleeping bags from 


the “TIMBERLINE” model through the “ULTIMATE” model. 


This baffle maintains constant loft in the Down channels 
by preventing the Down from shifting from the bottom half 
of the bag to the top half due to body weight or from top to 
bottom when stuffing or rolling your bag. We definitely feel 
circumferential Down channels superior to the longitudinal 
channels that allow the Down to shift to the foot end of 
the bag. 


Sizing: HOLUBAR makes sleeping bags in increments of 
4 inches, i.e. 5' 10", 6' 2" and 6' 4", These measurements 
are inside dimensions from the inside foot end piece to the 
top of the top Down channel (excluding the 18-inch hood 
portion). Using inside dimensions is new this year and should 
not be confused with dimensions published in past literature 
or catalogs. We also offer special extra girth on any of our 
single sleeping bag models on a special request basis; the 
added girth is 12 inches and the special charge for extra 
fabric, materials and cutting fee is $20.00. 


Zipper: HOLUBAR offers a choice of either a left or 
right opening, full length nylon zipper in every model of 
sleeping bag. Side zippers have proven to be more efficient 
to control temperature, more natural (like covers on your 
bed) and more versatile in allowing the zip together feature. 
This year we have redesigned our zipper installation so all 
zippers will be 70 inches long to aid in zipping two bags 
together easier.

CLEANING DOWN SLEEPING BAGS OR 
GARMENTS 


To clean a garment or sleeping bag, one can either wash 
it in mild soap (“IVORY,” "WOOLITE," “MR BUBBLE") or 
the like in warm water by hand washing, or in a machine 
on a gentle cycle. Do not use a strong alkaline detergent as 
it will take an excessive amount of the natural oils out of 
the Down. Thorough rinsing is most important, as the 
Down if dried with a soap residue remaining in it, will 
tend to “mat” all the more. Drying can be outdoors on a line 


(about a three-day wait in many cases!!) or in a clothes 
dryer, set on WARM not hot setting. Dry Cleaning is perfectly 
permissable if the Dry Cleaner knows how to handle Down 
and will rinse it well, and dry it gently. One should air the 
garment or bag after a dry cleaning to remove any lingering 
odors. Quite frankly, when we receive used products of our 


manufacture back for repairs or alterations, we .dry clean 
them, then fluff and air thoroughly. 


Down is much “tougher” than most people think. Though 
an inexperienced person can ruin a Down garment or bag 
in a washing machine or dry cleaner...it is usually the 
casing or fabric that will be destroyed before the actual 
Down itself. Down, when wet, will mat and must be fluffed 
and air dried well, Air circulation is the major factor to the 
life and performance of Down, and is why we always ask 
that jackets or bags be stored loosely and where they can 
"breathe" when not in use. Stuffing in waterproof, airtight 
sacks should only be done while they are being transported 
or "packed" on the trail. Fluffing and shaking is good to 
loosen and ''air out" this natural product.

A general rule of thumb, based on past customer recom- 
mendations and our field tests, is to order an inside length 
an inch or so longer than your height. Another new feature 
this year in Holubar sleeping bags is a proportionate in- 
crease in girth with the longer lengths for each bag model. 
The corresponding girth for each length is listed at the end 
of each bag description. 


NOTE: Holubar Bag Hood is 18" and is not included in 
inside dimension listed for bag.

About Holubar Clothing... 





The Construction of a Down parka or garment is the key 
consideration to determine how effective the garment will 
be in its intended use. We say construction is the key, as 
optimum Down-fill should always exist, and ‘‘under-filling’’ 
(to produce a lower cost or slightly lower total weight), or 
"over-filling" (to compensate for lack of good construction 
or give an ''Expedition" type appearance) is the simplest, 
yet saddest compensation that can be used to alter a 
garment's true value. 


Most manufacturers use three or four basic types of 
construction for jackets, and these are the following: 


SEWN-THROUGH SEAMS 


Sewn through, or quilted — effective for spring-fall and 
light winter use — sewn through seams can allow chill in 
cold winds. In this construction look for width of Down 
channels. Are the channels spaced closely enough to 
minimize Down shifting that will occur when the jacket 
is worn many times? Also, the Down fill should be very 
adequate to insure minimum shift. If this construction has 
light fill, it will be thin and of little insulating value. Also, 
the length of sleeves and body should be cut full to allow 
the garment to ''accordion" together when worn. Thus, the 
seams will be “folded” to the inside, and the channels will 
gently compress together, and virtually hide, or eliminate, 
many of these seams. 


. SEWN-THROUGH WITH SMOOTH SHELL

Quilted with a smooth outer shell is better for cold 
temperatures, especially when the wind is a prime factor. 
This outer "shell" (or inner — if design or style has smooth 
side in) is a wind barrier, and lets the quilted Down layer 
perform a more efficient insulating barrier. It also provides 
a smoother look when used in ski, or fashion garments. 
Here it is important to have a light, yet tight, or high density 
weave fabric to insure wind tightness and durability, and 
good"quilting of the insulation, as described for the quilted

Two completely separate layers of sewn-through chan- 
nels or “pouches” are ''sandwiched" together with seams 
off-set to produce a ‘‘double wall" garment. With the off- 
set method, the visible outer wall Down channel seams are 
backed by the inner wall Down channels to give you good 
wind protection. This, of course, produces a garment for 
much colder temperatures, and it should be remembered 
that the more specialized or colder weather garment you 
select, the less versatile it will be for warmer temperatures. 
In this double-wall construction, make sure that it has good 
construction throughout, in the sleeves, also shoulder area 
and where ''cold spots" may be caused by seams where 
the two layers are connected to one another. ‘ 


"V"-BAFFLE 


V-baffle construction, as used in the finest sleeping bags, 
is the finest construction for the Expedition, or extremely 
co!d weather use, gear. It is the most painstaking con- 
struction to use in a parka, but if done right, produces the 
finest arctic wear. 


In all garments, check the way a zipper is installed. Does 
it have cording (a filler cord rolled inside the finished edge 
of the fabric bordering the zipper where possible?) Is the 
zipper stitched in with a double row of stitching? Are pockets 
and stress points re-inforced by back-tacking or bar-tacking 
to insure durability; Are the fabrics used the best for the 
intended purpose — light, yet durable enough to withstand 
normal wear? — remember, all nylons will melt if touched 
with flame or spark, and will snag if caught by a sharp 
object. No manufacturer can prevent this! 


Are the seams and facings of the garment finished to 
produce a better appearance and longer lasting article? 


We are often asked to quote a specific temperature 


figure, or “range” for each jacket or parka. Though each 


does have somewhat of an upper and lower limit, unfor- 
tunately there are too many variables involved for ANY 
manufacturer to supply exacting ratings. Down does have a 
greater 'comfort range" than any other insulators, but an 
individual's metabolism, the wind velocity, humidity, and 
physical activity being performed are but a few of the con- 
ditions that will have a great influence on the performance 


/ of the garment. We have a great deal of confidence in the 


construction and specification of each of our jackets or 
parkas, and are very enthusiastic about comparing each of 
our models to any others of similar construction. This is to 
say that all garments, though similar in design or con- 
struction, do differ! Because Brand A Jacket has a ‘‘sewn- 
through" or quilted construction, and Brand B Jacket does 
also, it DOES NOT make them comparable, or equal jackets. 
As mentioned before, most companies employ similar 
methods or basic fundamentals of construction, the many 
factors involved however (i.e. fabric, threads, quality and 
amount of Down, zippers, nylon tape and cord reinforce- 
ments, snaps, channel construction and dimensions, skill 
and quality of assembling) all add up to produce many 
different qualities of finished product. 


Though few people are aware of all of the facets to 
inspect in a garment, we suggest you look closely and 
compare everything you can see in the garments outward 
appearance. It certainly indicates how the inside of the 
garment, or hidden construction, is done!! We hope you 
will compare ours.

HOLUBAR tents have been designed with three principal 
ideas in mind: minimum weight; maximum interior space or 
“‘liveability’’; and durability. Tents used to be designed as 
little more than crude shelters to protect a couple of sleep- 
ing bags from the weather, but with the advent of super- 
light fabrics, there is now no excuse for not being able to 
move around in a lightweight tent. Some of the .features 
common to all the new HOLUBAR tents are these: 


1. Where nylon is used for the main tent body, we 
use “11-A,” a 1.9 oz. ripstop which we have found to be 
the lightest fabric which can really stand up to the continual 
beating a tent takes from wind and weather. 


2. Greater attention has been paid to areas which 
receive, the hardest wear, such as the tent floor. Our 
ROYALIGHT II model has a floor of a 2.5 oz. waterproof, 
urethane-coated fabric (Nylport) because we wanted to keep 
the weight as light as possible and felt that most back- 
packers would be willing to exercise a little greater care 
with them. Our two larger tents, however, are made with 
floors of a 4 oz. urethane-coated nylon, because we did not 
feel that Nylport was adequate for an expedition tent or 
large family tent where the floor is subjected to rougher 
wear. 


3. While our philosophy has been to go a little heavier 
on the tent floor, which gets the most abuse, we have gone 
to an even lighter fabric for the rainfly. We have found that 
a 1.2 oz. coated ripstop will do the job just as effectively 
as heavier fabrics and consequently have been able to make 
our rain flies larger than those of other manufacturers, thus 
providing coverage in case of the “horizontal storm,” while 
still keeping them lighter. 


4. Low sidewalls of waterproof fabric and side pullouts 
utilize all available floor space in HOLUBAR tents and our 
tents are large enough to sit up in at both ends. The 
ROYALIGHT II is a little tight at the far end, but the tapered 
design saves weight and allows us to use a single pole at the 
rear, thus saving further weight over another set of A-frame 
poles. It has excellent wind resistance. 


5. Our self-assembling aluminum poles have been newly 
designed with more sections (The ROYALIGHT II and EX- 
PEDITION TENT, e.g. have 4-section poles) to give the tents 
a shorter packed size. All unnecessary seams have been 
eliminated, particularly around the floor, which is of a con- 
tinuous piece with the lower sidewalls wherever possible, 
and all points of stress are strongly reinforced, as you have 
come to expect of HOLUBAR. 


Our three tents have been designed with no compromises 
in lightweight, roominess, or comfort and all are offered 
unqualifiedly as ''best buys.’’
